Daniel Macdonald was born in In 


verness, Scotltnd, March 17th, 1830, 
of reputable parentage, his father be- 
ing a Piesbyterian clergyman. When 
lie was seven years old be came with 
his, parents to Foit Hood, Cape Breton, 
where he remained until sixteen years 
of age, when he shipped aboara of an 
English vessel engaged in tne merchant 
service to ports m the United States. 
After three months at sea lie landed in 
Boston and ever after made his home in 
New England. He came to Portsmouth 
in the fall of 1832, and secured work as 
a caulker on merchant vessels building 
in this port. He enlisted as a second- 
class 
fireman 
oa 
board the TJ. 
S- 


S. Ossipee June, 1SG2, his name going 
on the ship's papers as Daniel McDon- 
ald, and by that name he has been 
known smce. He afterwards served on 
board the D. S. S. Circassian and Aga 
\\amaud on the latter vessel was for 
sixteen months on the James river ai 
most constantly under fire from the 
rebel forts along the river. He \vas hon- 
orably discharged as a first-class fireman

RE^LS OF BARBED WIRE. 


One Thine Th«t I» Never Handled 


Without Glove* When It 


!• Shipped. 


Barbed wire for shipment is wound 


on reels containing about 100 pounds 
each. In its dimensions a reel of wire 
is of about the sire of a half bushel 
measure; innumerable -barbs project 
from it all over except for narrow 
strips of board that extend across the 
ends and form the end pieces of the 
reel. Large quantities of barbed w ire 
are exported, and it is a common sight 
to see reels going aboard ships lying 
at Soxith street wiharvea. The wire is 
brought alongside the ship on the deck 
of a lighter, such a load consisting per- 
haps of 2,000 or 3,000 reels; sometimes 
two or three lighter loads are taken 
aboard a single ship. If it can be done 
*he lighter is brought alongside the 
vessel in the slip, in order, as far as 
possible, to avoid handling; with the 
lighter alongside the wire can be hoist- 
ed directly from the lighter into the 
ship. Sometimes it is necessary to tie 
the lighter to the opposite side of the 
wharf from that at which the vessel is 
made fast and move the wire across 
the wharf. In that case more handling 
is required. 


There would be a man on the lighter 


to tumble the ree-lsi dawn from the 
load and roll them along to the rail, 
the rolling being don^ with the foot. 
On the deck of the lighter at the rail 
stand two men. each with a cotton 
hook. When the reel of wire has been 
rolled along to them and tipped over 
on its sr.de between them tliej each set 
a hook through strands enough cithe 
wire to hold and lift the reel and set 
it up on the stringpiece of the wharf 
Thence it is tipped over onto the wharf 
by a man standing there to receive it. 
and lie starts it rolling across the 
wharf by a push with the foot. He 
vs ears hand coverings of some sort, as 
every longshoreman does in handling 
barbed wire; these protective cover- 
ings include gloves and mitteas of 
leather, and hand leathers. The band 
'eathers worn are seven or eight inches 
in length and five or six inches in 
breadth and are often cut from old 
bootlegs. Rand leathers have a slit 
in them across one end, through which 
the hand is pass-ed, the strip of leather 
abo\e the slit resting on the back of 
the wrist. When the palm and insides 
of the fingers of gloves have been worn 
out the gloves are put on with the 
baclc of the glove on the palm sdde of 
the hand and iised in that manner un- 
til that side is worn out also. The reels 
of wire are gathered hi bunches of six 
at tlie foot of the board that rises from 
the wharf, resting against the ship to 
protect the side of the ship from being 
scraped in hoistingcargoaboard; they 
are hoisted aboard with a bit of steve- 
dores' gear made expressly for the pur- 
pose, comprising half a dozen dangling 
lengths of rope, each wtith a hook at 
the end of it, which can be spread out 
to reach the reels. A hook is put into 
each reel, under wire enough to give It 
a secure hold, and when they have t 
been hooked the bunch is hoisted up 
the side of the ship.—N. Y. Sun,

REELS OF BARBED WIRE. 


One Thtacr Tlmt I» Never Handled 


Without Glove* When It 


!• Shipped. 


Barbed wire for shipment is wound 


on reels containing about 100 pounds 
each. In its dimensions a reel of wire 
is of about the size of a half bushel 
measure; innumerable -barbs project 
from it all over except for narrow 
strips of board that extend across the 
ends and form the end pieces of the 
reel. Large quantities of barbed wire 
are exported, and it is a common sight 
to see reels going aboard ships lying 
at Sotith street wiharres. The wire is 
brought- alongside the ship on the deck 
of a lighter, such a load consisting per- 
haps of 2,000 or 3,000 reels; sometimes 
two or three lighter loads are taken 
aboard a single ship. If it can be done 
the lighter is brought alongside the 
vessel in the slip, in order, as far as 
possible, to avoid handling; with the 
lighter alongside the wire can be hoist- 
ed directly from the lighter into the 
ship. Sometimes it is necessary to tie 
the lighter to the opposite side of the 
wharf from that at which the vessel is 
made fast and move the wire across 
the wharf. In that cas« more handling 
is required. 


There would be a man on the lighter 


to tumble the reels' down from the 
load and roll them along to the rail, 
the rolling being don^ with the foot. 
On the deck of the lighter at th<: rail 
stand two men. each with n cotton 
hook. When the reel of wire has bee-n 
rolled along to them and tipped over 
on its side between them they each set 
a hook through strands enough c«ithe» 
wire to hold and lift the reel and' set 
it up on the stringpieo'e of the wharf. 
Thence it is tipped over onto the wharf 
by a man standing there to receive it. 
and lie starts it rolling across the 
wharf by a push with the foot. He 
wears hand coverings of some s-ort, as 
every longshoreman does in handling 
barbed ware; these protective cover- 
ings include gloves and mitteus of 
leather, aud hand leathers. The hand 
leathers worn are seven or eight inches 
in length and five or six inches in 
breadth and are often cut from old 
bootlegs. Hand leathers have a slit 
in them across one end, through which 
the hand is passed, the strip of leather 
above the slit resting on the back of 
the wrist. When the palm and insicles 
of the fingers of gloves have been worn 
out the gloves are put on with the 
back of the glove on the palm side of 
the hand and \ised in that manner un- 
til that side is, worn out also. The reels 
of wire are gathered in bunches of six 
at tlie foot of the board that rises from 
the wharf, resting against the ship to 
protect the side of the ship from being 
scraped in hoistingcargo aboard; they 
are hoisted aboard with a bit of steve- 
dores' gear mad** expressly for the pur- 
pose, comprising half a dozen dangling 
lengths of rope, each wiith a haolt at 
the end of it, which can be spread out 
to reach the reels. A hook is put into 
ench reel, under wire enough to give it 
n secure hold, nnd when they have 
been hooked the bunch is hoisted up 
the side of the ship.— N. Y. Sun.

It Will Probably Re-enlist to do Longer 


Service in the Philippines. 


Wilmington, O.. Majr 12^—Arthur K. 


Moore of the Twentieth Kansas, who 
was wounded in an engagement on Fri- 
day last, writes home to his, father here 
from Caloocan, under date of March It, 
«g follows: 


"Last night, about 9.30, the captain 


came along the trencKes asking1 opinions 
on a very important question. The peace 
treaty will, in all piobability, be signed 
by June 1. Then the war for which we 
enlisted will be over. Now the govern- 
ment comes forward, asking how many 
regiments ot volunteers now doing ser- 
vice in the Philippines will enlist for six 
months longer; that is, six months from 
the signing of the treaty. They need 
troops now, and seasoned troops who are 
acclimated and able to stand the hard- 
ships of this country. 


"The Colonel (Funston) suggested the 


following proposition: That the govern- 
ment give us travel pay from here to 
Lawrence, Kan., also transportation and 
our usual monthly pay if we re-enlisu 
Travel pay from here to Lawn-nee is 
between $509 and $600. We voted on it 
this morning, and nearly all volunteered 
to remain for six months. We all want 
to go home, but we know that if we are 
mustered out Jun« 1, then those regi- 
ments that came here first will have pre- 
cedence In getting bark, and aa we u ere 
among the last to come, we tnigrht have 
to wait some two or three months for a 
transport: 
while if we re-enlist (aa 


there will not be many regiments that 
will r«~enllst) when we are mustered 
out we would not likely have any dlffl- 
fculty In getting transportation home.

He transmits his motor power by 


means of rays of light, and the light 
which he transmits from "his control- 


ling, or steering, apparatus on shore to 
the torpedo attachment is there trans- 
muted into electrical induction. 


In other words, his invention IB a new 


means of transmitting electrical power 
sufficient to control the steering gear of 
a torpedo, and the whole apparatus, 
apart from the price of the torpedo, will 
cost only about £220. 


The Orling-Armstrong torpedo glides 


along at the rate of about two and 
twenty knots at a depth of ten feet be- 
low the surface of the water. The re- 
ceiving rod, which is the visual bond of 
connection between the torpedo and the 
transmitting station, or steering point, 
is a foot out of water, though this ele- 
vation may be made greater according 
to need. 


Mr. Orllng claims Indeed to do any- 


thing with his torpedo within his visual 
area, which may be Immensely enlarged 
by taking his stand on an elevated posi- 
tion, say the cliffs of Dover, which 
command a view of all the channel to 
the very shore of France, and even 
darkness cannot Interfere with his de- 
sign. By means of an electric lamp 
surmounting the rod projecting out of 
the water, with its shade always turned 
toward the enemy, he can still mark the 
will-o'-the-wisp -whereabouts and direct 
The course'of his torpedo better almost 
than in the glare of full day. 
In this 


way none of the Orling-Armstrong tor- 
pedoes can ever get lost and prove a 
subsequent danger to fortuitous 
sea- 


fare^s. 


Another of its features is that the 


controllers of its course have also com- 
plete power over the moment of its ex- 
plosion, so that it can be made absolute- 
ly innocuous should it strike the wrong 
object. 


There is nothing visionary about this 


scheme, so the London papers declare. 
King Oscar of Sweden says he has seen 
Mr. Orling steer a torpedo for two or 
three miles, and a recent trial of the ap- 
paratus made in the Thames was wit- 
nessed by thousands of persons, among 
them many naval experts. 
I 


Mr. Orling claims that he can apply 


the same principle to an ocean liner 
with like results, although it can be 
seen that this application would not be 
a useful one. 


The young man who apparently has 


Sound a way to put the navies of the 
world at his mercy ts tall, beardless and 
of simple manner. He is only 29 years 
old, but from a boy he has been a deep 
student of matters electrical. Ho has 
associated with him in introducing his 
Invention Mr. J.. T. Armetrong, the 
English torpedo inventor, and it is quite 
probable that if his apparatus can do 
what ia claimed it will soon be adopted 
by the English admiralty.

of war is a traitor."

McNulta's speech at the First congres- 
sional district loyalist meeting in Oak- 
land Music hall last evening, where steps 
were taken for the organization of a 
McKmley club in the district to foster 
loyalty. Among other speakers at the 
meeting were Ma: or Frank A. Denmson. 
U. S. A.; William P. Williams, assistant 
United States treasurer1; W. J. Hynes, 
and Dr. Emil G. Hlrsh.

An excess of nitrogen usually tends 


toward wood production and an 
in- 


creased growth, at the expense, it is 
thought, of the crop of fruit. Potash 
and phosphoric acid, on 
tho 
other 


hand, are supposed to promote tho gen- 
oral vigor of tho tree, and increase the 
quality of the fruit. 
It is thought 


that potash imparts a high color to 
peaches and strawberries, and covor< 
grapes and plums -with a 'loop bloom: 
but its effect on the fruit has not yot 
boon thoroughly studiod. 


Tho experience of many large fruit 


growers favors the use of potash in 
fertilizing orchards. 
It is commonly 


applied in tho form of muriate, from 
2o<) to 300 Ibs. p a being considered 
an economical dressing if tho orchard 
rocoh os an application each year. I 
often wonder if tho practice is not 
sometimes carried ton far, and if a 
complete fertilizer would not. in many 
ca«os. givo bettor results. 


The result of experiments in tho fer- 


tiliziri-r of poach orchards at tho N. J. 
oxp. sta. shows tho greatest yield of 
fruit per aero whore muriate of potash 
and nitrate of soda woro applied, but 
potash ga\o much hotter results than 
either nitrate of soda or phosphoric 
acid alone. Potash seemed to promote 
a certain visor and thrift which wore 
lacking in trees deprived 
of 
Them.

"Simple enough," said Gates. 
"Bj

"But how did you tell the freshness 


of a corpse?" 


"Oh, that's dead easy. 
Of course, 


you have to know, and so long as the 
Indians are not likely to trouble us 
again, there's no use in telling you 
now, for the information would not do 
you any good. But a man that is used 
to killing Indians can tell a corpse any 
time, and just how long it has been 
dead. Even if that wasn't the case, we 
ha/ another method, for we never shot 
an Indian except right through the 
b?ad. Didn't want to spoil the hide." 


"What on earth would you do with 


an Indian's bide?" asked Nickum. 


"Cut 'em in slices and make razor 


strops of 'am; that's what we always 


. did with Indian hides. We used to 


ship bales of Indian hides to Europe 
every year. That's where I got my 
start" 


"That must have been as hard a 


fight as you ever had, wasn't it?" 


"Yessir. 
All but one. Was in a 


harder fight than that down in Arizo- 
na one time. Lost more men. The In- 
dians came on us by surprise and killed 
every darn one of us. Not a man es- 
caped to tell the talc." - And then Gates 
engaged himself in a foot race with a 
street car.

A Boom iu the Moceaaln Trade. 
As a result of the movement toward 


Alaska, the leather-dealers report great 
Activity in the manufacture and sale ol 
the "yellow-legged moccasins." 
The 


government has. recently ordered large 
supplies of these articles for troops 
who are to be sent to the gold fields of 
Alaska. It is declared that no other 
footgear would suit the soldiers so 
well, because the moccasin is the 
warmest clothing for the foot in the 
world, and easier than a silken san- 
dal. The manufacture of moccasins in 
shoe factories began away back in 
1851, and the business grew rapidly, 
until at one time soon after the war 
there were four large factories and 
several smaller ones, employing about 
six hundred hands and turning out 
hundreds of thousands of pairs of moc- 
casins every year. 
The moccasin is 


made of common leather, as a rule, 
tanned in a peculiar way. 
Salt and 


alum are used in the process. 
Thia 


makes the leather soft and pliable, and 
there is a way in which, at sorao ad- 
ditional expense, it may be made wa- 
terproof. The secret of the process is 
known to only a few, and the tanning 
is carried on for tie 
most part in 


Rhode Island. 
Leather thus tanned 


•was first used for mill belting, and it 
•was years before it was discovered that 
it was good for boots' and shoes of the 
easy and bulgy kind fit for lumbermen, 
who like to wear two or three pairs 
of stockings when- they go iato the 
woods and start on a three 
months'

moccasin was a baggy aud unsightly 
thing, but now they have some pret- 
tense to symmetry and style.

For example, is it generally known 
that our eyes are always wet with 
tears? 
Not only when we weep, but 


always. Our tears are flowing con- 
stantly, eten when we sleep, over our 
eyeballs; aud were this flow to cease 
for a single hour miserable Indeed 
would the possessor of those eyeballs 
be. 


When we weep and the tears roll 


down our cheeks we are simply subject 
to an overflow of lachrymal fluid. 


Now arises the question which the 
reader may ask: 
If the tears which 


run down our cheeks are an overflow, 
what happens to the ordinary or nat- 
ural flow which is«oingon constantly? 


Let us begin at the right place. 
At tbe outer corner of every eye is a 


gland—the lachrymal—which nestles 
under the overhanging 
bone of the 


forehead. This organ excretes, or man- 
ufactures, the fluid, which flows over 
the eyeball to the inner corner, and 
there it disappears through a. little ori- 
fice, whence it is conducted to the nos- 
tril. That is why you blow your nose 
so violently and demand so many extra 
handkerchiefs when you have a cold; 
in fact you dry your tears by wiping 
your nose during that trying period. 


Now comes the question: How do 
the tears find their way to your nose? 


If you will examine your eye In the 


mirror you will find a small elevation 
upon the lower eyelid near the nose. 
Place your finger upon the lower eye- 
lid just below this small elevation, so 
as to turn it outward. 
There you will «ee a small hole, like 


a pin prick, and there you have found 
the little passage which conducts the 
tears into the nostril. 


Sometimes this little orifice becomes 


obstructed from various causes, and 
then the unfortunate subject of that 
anatomical hold-up weeps persistently 
and constantly until he is relieved. In 
such.'cases of obstruction it Is some- 
times odd to see tbe sufferer drying his 
eyes with one of his numerous hand- 
kerchiefs and at the same time laugh- 
ing uproariously at a joke. He may 
be a very jolly fellow, but he weeps 
incessantly and cannot help it. It will 
be almost unnecessary to add In con- 
clusion that the much-despised tear is 
tbe scavenger of the eyeball, and a 
such is one of the most valuable gifts 
to humanity.

Who 


does not know of deafness due to scar 
let fever, and injuries to tho eye left 
by measles? Infectious processes pave 
the way for nervous disease, and for 
grip wiien it is epidemic. 


In spite of much ignorance and eare- 


lessness, filth diseases 
are diminish- 


ing. 
The reports from the Health 


Department 
show jxn 
Improvement 


over last year. 
The number of case* 


recorded is said to be about a third 
less. Tbls is attributed in great meas- 
ure to the efforts of medical school in- 
spectors, who find mild eases among 
Hcliool children and see that they are 
at once isolated and properly 
cared 


for, thus preventing the spread of the 
disease. 
Another factor is the 
con- 


stant increase of knowledge gained by 
the people through the press. 
The 


newspaper hns become a teaeher of 
hygiene, the most wide-reaching expo- 
nent of preventive medicine. Through

Str Thomas has stated that the meas- 


urements of the Shamrock would not be 
made known until the yacht was in New 
York waters.

Yachting World for accuracy is such, 
however, that the figures U gives are 
accepted as correct. 


The shaping and fitting of the manga- 


nese plates have been tedious work, but 
are now almost completed. 


The keel was cast in. a solid, block of 


lead weighing 89 tons. This has to be 
bolted to the frames, necessitating the 
boring of many holes right through the 
immense blocks of lead from the top to 
the bottom. The difficulty of this opera- 
tion can be understood when it Is stated 
that the keel tapers in depth from 2 feet 
2 inches to 4 feet 6 inches.
